^‘Pro phet o f Menard” becau se in him is 
nearly all the 
histo ry o f Menard 
Co u nty ; becau se he is a pro minent 
figu re in o ld Salem’s histo ry , and be­ 
cau se in Abraham Linco ln’s early man­ 
ho o d Greene was clo ser to him than 
any o ther man and had mo re influ ence 
with him. 
It was to Greene that Linco ln co n­ 
fided his secret so rro ws and his ho pes. 
It was Greene who , at night in the 
gro cery sto re at Salem, held the little 
grammar while Linco ln recited his 
lesso ns. 
President Linco ln, at a ban- 
tlie White Ho u se, presented 
G. Greene to William H. 
Mr. Seward bo wed grandly 
fro m acro ss the banqu et table and said : 
“I am pleased to 
meet y o u , 
Mr. 
Greene. * 
“Oh, co me aro u nd here, Seward, and 
shake hands with Greene,” said Presi­ 
dent Linco ln; “he is the man who 
tau ght me grammar.” 
Mr. Greene say s he is no t entitled to 
this distinctio n. 
“Linco ln co mmitted 
the who le grammar to memo ry ,” he 
say s, “and I simply lo o ked o n the bo o k 
to see that he didn’t miss a wo rd while 
he recited i t 
When Linco ln tackled 
a pro po sitio n he knew it all befo re he 
qu it it; and when he go t thro u gh with 
that grammar he knew mo re abo u t 
grammar than the man who wro te the 
bo o k. ” 
Mr. Greene is 75 y ears o ld. Linco ln 
was three y ears o lder. 
His face sho ws 
his age, and his hair is silv er-white. 
I 
imagine he was a handso me man in his 
y o u th. 
His sty le o f co nv ersatio n is 
pecu liar to himself. 
No o ne who has 
ev er heard him tell o ne o f his sto ries 
will ev er fo rget him. 
Mr. Greene is a 
mo del farmer and has gro wn rich. 
In 
Owen’s “Su ccess in Life” the three 
ideals o f the statesman, the merchant, 
and the farmer are Henry Clay , A. T. 
Stewart, and W. G. Greene. 
As he led u s in his parlo r he po inted 
to a pictu re hanging o n the wall, repre­ 
senting a man, ho rseback, lo o king into 
the windo w o f a little ho u se. 
“That’s 
su ppo sed to be me, ” he said, “lo o kin’ 
into the o ld Salem gro cery the mo rnin’ 
after the Cleary Gro v e bo y s had go ne 
thro u gh it. 
That was the mo rnin* I 
bo u ght the gro cery . 
That was my first 
trade—my starter in bu siness—an’ I ’m 
pro u der o f it than any thing I ev er did. 
“It was Beu ben Radfo rd’s gro cery . 
He bro u ght the sto ck o f go o ds u p fro m 
St. Lo u is. 
Radfo rd had a bro ther-in- 
law named Geo rge Spears, who liv ed 
o u t by Cleary Gro v e. 
Radfo rd and 
Spears had married sisters. 
Of co u rse 
Mrs. Radfo rd was v ery anx io u s to see 
her sister, and wanted to go as so o n as 
po ssible. 
Spears had co me to to wn to 
see Radfo rd, and had adv ised him no t 
to leav e his gro cery to v isit his ho u se. 
u ntil he had go t acqu ainted with the 
Cleary Gro v e bo y s. 
Spears, y o u see, 
knew what kind o f fello ws the Cleary 
Gro v e bo y s was—great, big, stro ng 
men, they were, fu ll o f the dev il, an’ 
« v ery Satu rday they ’d co me to Salem 
and drink whisky an’ fight all day . 
No w Radfo rd was a ho t-headed man, 
and Spears was afraid he’d hav e tro u ble 
with this cro wd the first time they go t 
dru nk. 
Him and Spears talked it o v er, 
an’ they decided that when the gang 
co me to to wn Radfo rd wo u ld sell ’em 
bu t two drinks o f whisky apiece. 
Of 
co u rse that was a mistake, fo r the 
d e a ry Gro v e bo y s wo u ldn't 
staD d any -; 
thing like that. 
“Well, Mrs. Radfo rd fretted to see ! 
her sister, so finally Radfo rd to o k her ' 
an’ left the gro cery with the clerk—a | 
y o u ng feller. Su re eno u gh, while Rad­ 
fo rd was v isitin’ Spears, the Cleary 
Gro v e bo y s co me to to wn. 
They went 
to the new gro cery , o f co u rse, an’ go t 
a drink. 
All gro ceries so ld licker in 
them day i. 
After awhile they asked 
fo r ano ther drink aro u nd an’ go t it. 
Bu t when they wanted the third drink 
the y o u ng fello w wo u ldn’t giv e it to 


abo u t sailin’ 'ecu o nly tww drink« . The 
bo y s ju st lau ghed at hi|» .an* went 
aro u nd behind the co u nter to tkt^barrel 
and filled their bo ttles witho u t fay in’ 
fo r it. 
They staid in I bar an’ raised 
Ned an* drank whisky till they was all 
dru nk. 
“Ai was the sty le in gro ceries then, 
thar was ro ws o f glass jars u p o n 
shelv e* o n the wall—sample jars o f 
pepper, glu e, allspice, indigo , an’ su ch 
things. 
Well, these dru nk 
fellers, 
alo ne ’bo u t go in’ ho me time, go t to 
thro win’ at these jars, seem’ who co u ld 
kno ck the mo st o f ’em do wn at o ne 
thro w with a whisky bo ttle. 
“When they go t thro u gh that gro cery 
lo o ked like a blizzard had go ne thro ng! 
it. 
The do o r was go ne an’ the winders 
was smashed in an’ the ilo o r was 
co v ered with glass an’ a mix tu re o f 
mo st ev ery thing. 
The Cleary Gro v e 
bo y s ro de ho me at dark, y ellin’ and 
sho o tin’ o il their gu ns an’ ru nniu ’ their 
ho rses, 
“It happed that the nex t mo rnin’ my 
father sent me to the Salem mill with a 
sack o f co rn to be gro u nd. 
The mill 
co u ldn’t grind bu t a few bu shels a day , 
an’ the first co me was first serv ed tliar. 
So I started early , lo ng befo re light. 
Ju st abo u t day light I co me to the to wn 
an’ as I neared the gro cery , a man co me 
by me with his ho rse o n the ru n an’ tho 
fo am a-lly in’o ffhim, an’ he was swearin’ 
like mail. 
It was Radfo rd. 
Late in 
the night so mebo dy had sto pped at 
Spears’ ho u se and to ld liu dfo rd what 
the bo y s had been do in’ to his gro cery . 
He ju mped o n his ho rse and started fo r 
to wn. 
“I go t to the gro cery abo u t as so o n as 
(>ho did; an’ my ! lio w‘that man did swar 
an’ rare ro u nd, an’ I heard him say 
‘I ’ll sell this to the first man who 
makes an o ffer fo r it. ” 
“I saw my chance here to make so me 
mo ney . 
I ro de u p to the winder an 
lo o ked in. 
I saw the flo o r all co v ered 
with glass an’ stu ff, bu t there was the 
co ffee an’ tho su gar an’ all that no t 
to u ched at all. 
So I said to Radfo rd: 
T il giv e y o u $100 fo r it.* 
“T il take it,’ y elled Radfo rd. 
‘Ho w 
will y o u pay fo r it ?’ 
“I had heard my father talkin’ bu si 
ness, so I said: ‘Yo u ’ll hav e to giv e me 
six mo nths’ time.’ 
“T il do it,’ he said, *an y o u can giv e 
me y o u r no te fo r it,’ 
“He wro te o u t a no te an’ I signed it 
I went into the gro cery and to o k po s 
sessio n. 
I wras ju st a bo y an’ in my 
bare feet, bu t I tho u ght I o u ght to go 
inside and get behind the co u nter to 
get po ssessio n, so I went thro u gh the 
bro ken glass, scrapin’ my feet o n the 
flo o r. 
“It wasn’t lo ng till ev ery bo dy bad 
heard o f the sale, an’ amo ng the first 
to co me aro u nd was Linkern. 
‘Bill,’ 
said he, ‘y o u ’v e made a go o d trade. 
Co me and eat breakfast with me, an 
then we'll inv o ice the sto ck.* 
“‘No t mu ch,’ said I; ‘it’s been in­ 
v o iced eno u gh no w.* 
“I tho u ght, y o u kno w, that ‘inv o ice 
meant to smash it u p like the Cleary 
Gro v e bo y s had. 
Bu t Linkern to ld me 
what it meant, an’ so , du ring the day , 
we inv o iced it, an’ I fo u nd I had abo u t 
$8 00 wo rth o f gro ceries.

“I go t ho me late that night 
My 
father an’ mo ther had go ne to bed an’ 
co v ered u p the fire in tho fire-place. 
I 
was co ld and hu ngry . 
So mebo dy who 
had passed o u r eabm had to ld my 
father abo u t my bu y in’the gro cery , an’ 
he was mad. 
He tho u ght it was a 
fo o lish thing fo r me to do . 
So when I 
co me in tho cabin he said: 
‘Yo u git 
y o u rself o ff to bed, y o u y o u ng rascal.’ 
I didn't answer him, bu t stirred u p the 
fire an’ pu t o n so me kindlin’. 
I recko n y o u think y o u ’re a mar- 
chant no w,’ said my father, v ery sar­ 
castic. 
“ ’Bo u t this time I dro pped a do llar 
o n the flo o r an’ my father lieard it. He 
sto pped talkin’ and I kept thro win’ 
mo ney aro u nd o n the flo o r an’ it ro lled 
u nder the bed an’ all ro u nd. My father 
riz u p in bed an’ lo o ked at me. 
I kept 
thro win’ the silv er ro u nd an* pretty 
so o n ray father say s: ‘I b’liev e I ’ll take 
a chaw o f ter backer.’ 
“He reached u p o n the wall an’ go t 
liis hu nk o f terbaeker an’ to o k a chew,

“That was my first trade, an’ I still 
think it was the best o ne I ev er made.”

the sho w witho u t pay in.* 
“When the clo wn bro u ght the ele­ 
phant back, the o ther fellers girl that 
was thar go t to feo din’ the calf-elepliant 
cau dv , an’ I su ggested to Miss Lu cinda 
that she ieo d it a little terbaeker. She 
did, an’ tho little elephant hit her with 
his sno u t.

Uro v o bo y s bay tickets o n’ co me in tc 
see the fight 
The tent wo e fu ll in no 
time, an’ ev ery lax ly bu t the clo wn 
cheered o n Miss Lu cinda 
Lo rd! ho w 
that girl co u ld ju mp an* kick! 
And 
du rin’ the figlit she tu rned to me an 
say s: ‘Bill, I ain’t go t no fair sho w. 
This ro pe here breaks the po wer o f my 
kick.* 
“ ‘Yo u shall hav e a fair sho w, MisH 
Lu cinda,’ said 1, an* I jist pu lled u p 
two stakes that held the ro pe, an 
pu shed it u p higher than my head,

Ho w to Use an Umbrella. 
Tho pro per way to o pen an u mbrella 
witho u t damaging it is to lo o sen the 
fo lds by means o f a qu ick shaking o i 
the right Jmnd, in which tho u mbrella 
sho u ld be held by the handle. 
Then 
press the fastenings with the thu mb o i 
tho left hand, and y o u will find that 
the u mbrella o pens witho u t hindrance 
at any po int. 
Many fin© silk u mbrellas 
are damaged and frequ ently ru ined by 
carelessness o n the part o f tho o wner. 
Yo u frequ ently seo the band that ho lds 
the fo lds in-place u nft^tened by a tu g 
at the end which pro jects bey o nd the 
bu tto n. 
In o rder to render tho band 
and bu tto n mo re serv iceable, the ban t 
sho u ld be pu lled gently 
as if to 
tighten it abo u t the handle. 
This will 
permit the bu tto n to pass thro u gh the 
o pening witho u t the necessity o f half- 
wrenching it fro m the band by a fierce 
tu g. 
Then 
tho 
u mbrella-stnasher 
clu tches the handle in o ne hand, an < 
witho u t lo o sening the fo lds; which may 
be damp, he presses the fastening with 
his thu mb, and is su rprised that the 
u mbrella do es no t y ield to the pressu re. 
Then he pu shes at tho fastening u ntil 
so mething giv es away . 
Perhaps the 
u mbrella will o pen, and perhaps o n« * 
o f the ribs has been weakened and 
fo rced thro u gh the co v ering. 
In o rder to fo ld an u mbrella neatlv , 
ho ld the handle in tho right hand in 
su ch a way as to keep the ends o f th • 
ribs pressed clo se to tho handle be­ 
tween the fo refinger and thu mb, as y o u 
tu rn the handle dex tero u sly by elev at­ 
ing the wrist, y o u r hand, o f co u rse, 
being palm do wnward o n the handle. 
Bu t the neatness o f the fo ld depends 
equ ally u po n tho serv ice o f the left 
hand. 
With the left y o u grasp the 
tether end o f the u mbrella, palm u p­ 
ward, as y o u tu rn with the right u se 
tho left to gather and ho ld tho fo lds 
secu rely , as y o u mo v e it alo ng carefu lly 
u ntil it strikes the band 
Ho ld the 
band with the left and fasten it with 
the right. 
If the fo lding has been do ne 
pro perly tho band can bo placed o v er 
the bu tto n witho u t tu gging at the end o f 
the band with all y o u r might

in these cases a t less tha n co st, a nd the giv ­ 
ing o f special ra tes to la rgo shippers to tho 
disadvantage o f sma ller shippers until the 
large ones 
ba d a pra ctica l monopoly of 
the 
business; the co mmissio n goes o n to say : 
“The act to regulate commerce has now 
been in operation eight months. .One imme­ 
diate eflDct was to cause inconvenience in 
many quarters, .and even y et the business of 
some parts of the country is not fully adjust­ 
ed to it. 
Sorno 
carriers, also, are not 
as y et 
in 
their 
operations 
conform­ 
ing in 
all respects to 
its spirit 
and 
purpose. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
commission 
feels justified in say ing that the operation of 
the act has in general been beneficial. 
In 
some particulars, as we understand has also 
been the case with similar statutes In so» no of 
the states, it has operated directly to increase 
railroad e a r n i n gs , especially in the cutting 
oil of free pu *ses on inter-state passenger 
traffic, and m \ uttm g an e* 1 to rebates, 
draw-buck s, and special rates upon freight 


b u s i n e s s . 
The results of the law in these re­ 
spects are also eminently satisfactory to the 
general public, certainly to all who had not 
been wont to profit by special or personal 
advantages. 
In connection with t« ie aboli­ 
tion of the pass svstoni, t here has been sotno 
reduction in passenger fares, especially in 
tho charge made f« -r mileage tick ets in the 
northwest, the section of the country where 
th« *v are ]« crimps most employ ed. 
“Freight traffic for the y ear has been ex­ 
ceptionally large in volume, and is believed 
to have been in no small degree stimulated 
l» y a growing confidence that tho day s cf re ­ 
bates and special rates were ended, and that 


o jk'U rates on a n equal basis were now’ offered 
to all comers. 
The reflex action of this de­ 
velopment of confidence among 
business 
men has been highly favorable to the roads.” 
“In some localities the passage of the act 
was made the occasion on the part of dis­ 
satisfied and short-sighted railroad managers 
for new exactions, through a direct raising 
of rates, by change i» i classification, 
and 
otherwise. 
The manifestation of the spirit 
which indue si such action is now but seldom 
observed, and the wrongs resulting from it 
have in general been corrected. 
H ie effect 
cl' the op. ration of tho fourth section has been 
specially 
described, 
and 
the 
commis­ 
sion repeats in this place its opinion that, 
however serious may have been the results in 
some cases, the genoral effect has been bene­ 
ficial. 
The changes in classification made 
since the act tool: effect have been in the di­ 
rection ot greater uniform ity , and have also, 
in general, it is lielieved, been concessions to 
business interests. 
The tendency of rates has 
been downward, an« i they have seldom been 
permanently advanced except when excessive 
competition had reduced them to points at 
which they could not 
well be maintained. 
No destructive rate wars have occurred, but 
increased stability in rates has tended in the 
direction of stability in general busiuess. 
There is still, however, great mischief result­ 
ing from fr. quent changes in freight rates 


o n the pa rt o f » o iue co mfv iuie« ; cha nges tha t 
in so me ca ses it is difficult to suggest ex cuse 


“The genera l result» o f the la w ha v e been 
in impo rta nt wa y s fa v o ra ble to ba th the 
ro a ds a mi the public; while the co mpa ra ­ 
tiv ely few co mpla int» tha t ha v e been hea rd 
o f it« results a re either ma de with imi» erfect 
k nowledge of the fact» , or 
spring from the 
revival of practices 
which the law iv a s de­ 
liberately framed to put a n end to.” 
The report closes with the following sug­ 
gestions‘ for am endm ents to the now law: 
“The commission bits not seen occasion for 
recommending any very considerable changes 
in the act under which its work is j*er- 
form e l 
It has seemed to its members 
that 
the 
law 
for 
the 
regulation 
of 
inRr-staio commerce should be permitted 
to have a growth, and that it would most 
surely , as well as most safely , attain a high 
degree of efficiency and usefulness in that 
wav. 
Tho general features of the act are 
grounded in principles that will stand the 
tcit of time and experience, and only time 
and cxjM>nene «3 can determine whether all the 
provisions made for their enforcement are 
safe, sound, and work able. 
W hen they 
prove not to I*» , experience will be a safe 
guide in legislation to perfect them. 
“Incidentally In this report some need of 
amendment has been pointed out. Lspecially 
ought tho law, as we think , to Indio ito in 
plain term s whether the express business and 
all 
other transportation by tho carriers 
named in the act « hall be governed by it* 
provisions. The provision against the sudden 
raising of rates ought to l>o clearly made ap­ 
plicable to joint rates as well as to others. 
The commission ought nl .o to have tho au­ 
thority and the means to bring about some­ 
thing lik e uniform ity in the method» of 
publishing rates, which is now in great 
confusion, 
and 
to 
carefully 
examine, 
collect 
and 
supervise 
the 
schedules, 
contracts, etc., required by the law to bo* 
filed, as well »s prop*rly to handle the mass 
of statistical inform ation called for by the 
tw entieth section. 
For all these purpose« , as 
well as for others im perfectly provided tor, 
a considerable addition to the force employ od 
will» tho commission will be indispensable. 
Other m atters, and particularly whether 
transportation by w ater shall be made sub­ 
ject to the act, are subm itted to the wisdom 
of congress without recommendation.”

It is naturally healthy , has g ood 
water and a dry air—too dry at times 
lor some inv alids. 
Its surrounding s, 
as a w hole, are fav orable to consump ­ 
tiv es eig ht months in the y ear—from 
the middle of Ap ril to the middle of 
Dec *ml>er. 
During tho other months 
the town of Aiken is subject, by reason 
of its elev ated p osition, to hig h winds, 
tho climate is v ariable, the chang es of 
temp erature sudden and g reat. 
The 
winds may be p artially obv iated by se­ 
lecting a sheltered location, but for 
the v ariations of temp erature there is 
no remedy , and they are v ery try ing to 
inv alids.

the weather also too v ariable. 
The 
g reater p art of the p eninsula is v ery 
fiat and low, swamp s are abundant, and 
the atmosp here v ery humid. 
Care is 
needed to av oid malarial localities, and 
also to secure g ood and safe drinking 
W’ater: filtered rainwater is the safest 
and best, and should be demanded, for 
the dang er from p oisonous water is 
often as g reat as from p oisonous air. 
Artesian wells in Florida are now v ery 
common, 
and 
althoug h safe 
from 
malarial effects, may be injurious to 
consump tiv es, as they g enerally con­ 
tain much sulp hur. 
The railroads hav e 
made accessible, and continue to op en 
dry sandy ridg es in the p ine forests at 
an elev ation of fifty feet and more abov e 
tho sea lev el, which, when sup p lied 
with comfortable hotels and boarding ­ 
houses (some already ex ist), ap p arently 
oug ht to p rov e ex cellent and safo re­ 
sorts. 
They are drier, less windy , and 
less subject to cold and marked chang es 
of temp erature than the more p romi­ 
nent and v ery comfortable resorts of 
p leasure-seekers so well known on the 
St. John’s and at St. Aug ustine.—

ABE THERE WILD BORSESf 
A W riter Olv aa Ann» » Vrrjr Interem tng In ­ 
form ation on (hr 
A la recent meeting of the Bombay 
Natural Historical Society a p ap er 
wa s 
read by J. H. Bleed » in the subject of 
“Wild Horses,” from which the follow­ 
ing is taken: 
“Is then* such a thing as a wild horse, 
an aborig inal or truly w ild horse, in the 
world now? The answer is more than 
doubtful. 
The mustang of Mov ioo, 
tho wild horse of the South American 
p amp as, the brumbi of Australis, are 
all descendants of the domesticated 
animals 
introduced 
from 
Euro; e. 
The first horse was landed in America 
at Buenos Ay res in 1537. 
In 1580— 
that is, in loss than fifty y ears—horses 
had sp read to reg ions as remote as 
Patig onia. In Australia the diffusion of 
horse« that hav e escap ed from civ iliza- 
tion has been quite as rap id, and in 
1875 it was found necessary to shoot os 
many as 7 ,000 wild horses in the col­ 
ony of New Boutli Wales alone. 
In 
some p arts of Australia tho horse p est 
has receiv ed leg islativ e notice. 
The 
wild horses temp t domesticated horses j 
to join them, aud wild stallions also in­ 
v ade the Australian horse runs and 
v itiate 
choice herds in a most an­ 
noy ing manner. 
They recur to the 
ancestral manners in a wav that is 
alway s the same. 
Each stallion, Mr. 
Bleed tells us, has his following of 
mares, rang ing from a few up to forty 
or ev en fifty , and these p arties may be i 
sep arate or bauded tog ether into herds 
of considerable size, ev en, it is said, PH) 
strong . The y oung .and the weak males 
remain with a scanty or ev en no follow­ 
ing . 
The stallion has to maintain his \ 
sup remacy by frequent combats, which j 
esp ecially occur at certain seasons of j 
the y ear. 
The auimals are susp icious ! 
in the ex treme, swilt in flig ht, but bold j 
in defense with tooth and heel in 
emerg ency . 
They rang o ex tensiv ely 
in search 
of p asture and water, and 
when hard p ressed by dang er and 
famine the herds break up . 
It is said 
that each troop has a leader and im­ 
p licitly obey s him. 
He is tho first to 
face dang er and g iv o the hint to tly . 
When p ressed tho horses form a ring 
with the mares and foals in tho center, 
and defend themselv es v ig orously with 
their heels, or they close in on their 
op p onent in denso masses and tramp le 
him to death. 
It is distinctly p rov ed, 
then, that there can be no aborig inal 
or wild hor.se in either America or 
Australia, althoug h there are tens of 
thousands of unowned horses. 
Tra­ 
dition p oints to Central Asia as the 
aborig inal abode of the horse, and 
there the orig inal stock of wild horses 
may still 
p ossibly ex ist. 
Darwin’s 
statement that no aborig inal or truly 
wild horse is known to ex ist must still 
t>e held as ex p laining the ex act p osi­ 
tion of this question; but, say s Mr. 
Steed, we must sup p lement it by stat­ 
ing that ‘it is not certain that truly 
wil l horses do not ex ist;’ anil, on the 
whole, Mr. Steed concludes that the 
ev idenco is in fav or of the ox istence of 
the wild horse in Central Asia, but 
that we hav e no ev idence as to his p ed­ 
ig ree in relation to domestication. The 
w'ild horse of the British Islands is 
now p ractically the Shetland p ony , but 
he is not the p owerful animal described 
by Ciesar. 
The domesticated animal 
ev ery where, howev er, 
rev erts 
v ery 
easily to the sav ag e state, and of tho 
wild horse, so considered, Mr. Steed 
has much to tell us. 
His p aces are a 
walk and g allop . 
The double and the 
canter are artificial, and it is still a 
mooted question as to whether the 
wild horse ev er trots.;i

alway s inquiro ‘if tlio Arkansas is Ar- 
kansaw why is not Kansas Kansaw,’ 
they ma/ be g lad to b arn that Kansas 
was Kansaw, and early Ang lo-Ameri­ 
can trav elers so p ronounced it, and 
ev en attemp ted to sp ell it p honetically 
in Eng lish, as can bo seen in the rep ort 
of L ieut Long ’s ex p edition to the 
Xlocky Mountains, 1810-18 21, where tho 
word is sp elled Konza—the nearest 
combination of Eng lish letters that can 
ap p roach tho French sound.

Grant and Lee at Ap p omattox . 
Gen. Horace Porter, who was 
an 
aido of Gen. Grant, contributes to 
the Cen tu ry an account of his last 
camp aig n. 
From it we quote as fol­ 
lows: “The contrast betw'een the two 
commanders was v ery striking , and 
could not fail to attract marked atten­ 
tion, as they sat ten feet ap art facing 
each other. 
“Gen. Grant, then nearly 
forty - 
three y ears of ag e, was fiv e feet eig ht 
inches in heig ht, with shoulders slig htly 
stoop od. 
His hair and full beard wero 
a nut-brown, withont a trace of g ray in 
them. 
He had on a sing le breasted 
blouse, mac e of dark blue flannel, un­ 
buttoned in front, and showing a waist­ 
coat underneath. 
He wore an ordinary 
p air of top -boots, with his trousers in­ 
side, ami was without sp urs. 
The 
boots and p ortions of his clothes were 
sp attered with mud. 
He had had on a 
p air of thread g lov es, of a dark y ellow 
color, which lie had taken off on enter­ 
ing the room. 
His felt ‘sug ar loaf’ 
stiil-brimmed hat was thrown or. the 
table beside him. 
He had no sword, 
and a p air of shoulder-strap s was all 
there was about him to desig nate his 
rank. 
In fact, aside from these, his 
uniform was that of a p riv ate soldier. 
“Leo, on the other hand, was fully 
six feet in heig ht, and quite erect 
for one of his ag e, for he was Grant's ;
